Thirty eminent scholars, locked, in 
a room at the Library of Congress, 
delved today into a collection of 
Abraham Lincoln's papers sealed 
from public view for 28 years. 
What they found was to be dis- 
closed at noon. 


The precisely worded terms of 


a bequest by the Civil war presi- 
dent's son. Robert Todd Lincoln, 
were precisely carried 
out 
by 


officials of the library. 


Robert Todd Lincoln left the 


papers with the library in 1919, or 
28 years ago, under a stipulation 
against opening them 
until 
21 


years after his death. He died in 
1926. 


Excitement Is High 


It was exactly one minute past 


midnight, 21 years after the son's 
death, in 1926, that the time limit 
ran out and five double safes full 
of papers were opened. 


Amid the excitement breathed 


by more than 100 Lincoln scholars, 
newspaper, newsreel 
and 
radio 


men. who craned to see the first 
volumes. 
Dr. 
Luther 
Evans, 


Librarian, said: 


"Nothing like this 
ever 
has 


happened in these rooms before." 


Inside the five safes were 194

Washington, July 26 —(AP)— 


A §507,000,000 appropriation for 
flood control hydroelectric, naviga- 
tion and other non-military acti- 
vities of the War department em- 
erged today from a senate-house 
conference committeee. 


This is $33,000,000 lower than 


the fund voted by the senate, but 
§167,000,000 above the sum ap- 
proved by the house. 


The bill, covering the fiscal year 


ending next June 30, went to the 
committee after the senate passed 
a $542,000.000 bill Thursday night 
despite a Republican demand for 
a deep slash. 


Still Fail To Agree 


Ending long hours of argument 


early this morning, the conferees 
came up with the compromise fig- 
ure but disagreed completely on 
two items added to the bill by 
the senate. These were $2,500,- 
000 for navigation work on the 
Apalachicola, Chattahoochee and 
Flint rivers, Ga, and Fla., 
and 


$750,000 for die Black Warrior 
and Tombigee rivers, Ala. 


The conferees hurried their re- 


port to the house hoping for fi- 
nal passage there and in the sen- 
ate before the scheduled adjourn- 
ment tonight. 


Except for about $88,000,000 for 


the Panama canal and other non- 
military operations of the depart- 
ment, the appropriation is for con- 
struction, maintenance and plan- 
ing- of water projects, mostly flood 
control. 


Knock Off 2 Reservoirs 


The two items knocked from the 


bill wore $6.000,000 for Oahe res- 
ervoir. S. D., and $3.000,000 for 
Red Rock reservoir, Iowa. 
Both 


were transferred to a planning pro- 
gram, Oahe getting $850,000 for 
that purpose and Deep Rock $800,- 
000. 


A breakdown of a total water 


project 
appropriation 
of $419,- 


000,000 allows $302,000,000 
for 


flood control and $117,000,000 for 
navigation construction, mainten- 
ance and planning. A $50.000,000 
fund for the lower Mississippi val- 
ley remained unchanged by the 
conferees.

from it only four weeks during the 
entire 47 years. First proprietor 
was William Veley, who was in 
the hotel for 17 years. Acker liv- 
ed in Forreston for three years 
before deciding to buy his pres- 
ent business. 


The room now has 17 rooms, 


most of which are occupied by lo- 
cal resident guests although oc- 
casionally a transient seeks 
a 


room there. When tlw hotel was 
first constructed in 1857-58. the 
third floor was an opera house 
where guests could dani.e and eat 
for $5 a couple. At that time six 
:rain.i, three each on the Burling- 
ton and the Illinois Central, came 
.n to Forreston and the majority 
of the guests at the hotel were 
travelling1 men.

Among- the famous men to af- 


tix their names on the hotel reg- 
ister were two former governors 
of the state, the Hon. Frank O.

Early in July, the railroads of 


the United States petitioned the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
for increases in freight rates av- 
eraging 16 per cent for the coun- 
tcv as a whole. On the basis or es-

would yield about $1,091.000.000 
a year. 
The increases asked for are nec- 


essary to bridge the gap between 
present revenues and increased 
costs which are already in effect 
—and have no relation to any in- 
creases which may occur in the 
future in the form of higher wage 
and supply costs. 


A simple set of statistics tells 


the story. Since 1930, the rail- 
roads' operating costs have in- 
creased by at least 52,300,000,000 
a year. To offset that, there have 
been rate adjustments which have 
given them an increase in income 
of about Sl.200,000,000 
a year. 


That leaves a gap of $1,000000,- 
000 which 
must 
be bridged if 


sound economic 
conditions 
in 


transportation are to be restored. 


The emergency nature of the 


railroads' request can be illustrat- 
ed by another statistical compari- 
son. On the basis of 1947 traffic, 
costs, rates and fares, the rail- 
roads will have a net operating in- 
come of approximately $80,000,- 
000 — a return on their property 
investment of only 3% per cent. 
That, as the railroads' petition to 
the ICC states, is not sufficient 
"to provide the adequate and effi- 
cient transportation service pro- 
vided by law".

roads to the national defense and 
our economic welfare needs no 
argument Much as we dislike pay- 
ing higher rates, the national in- 
terest demands that the railroads 
be permitted a fair wage for their 
vital services.
